WIMBLEDON, England, July 5.— 
Ellsworth Vines, Jr.. American and 
Wimbledon tennis champion, today 
defeated tne former French ruler 
of the tennis courts, Henri Cochet, 
for the third straight time, winning 
in four sets in the semi-finals of 
the Wimbledon championships, 6-2, 
8-6, 3-6, 6-1. 

The new and old kings of the 
“racqueteers” first met in the chal- 
lenge round for the Davis cup at 
Auteuil last July, with Vines the 
victor by 8-4, 6-0, 5-7, 6-3, 6-2. They 
met again in the finals of ithe 
American championships at Forest 
Hills in September and the lanky

By his triumph today Vines quali- 
fied to defend his title in the final} 
Saturday against the winner of the 
other semi-final between Jack 
Crawford, Australian champion, and

AUSTRALIAN WHEaAT SITUATION | 

The absence of rain over wheat-growing areas 
in Australia has been a disturbing factor both in 
the selling of the balance of last season's crop and 
in the outlook for the 1933-34 harvest, writes Mr. | 
D. H. Ross, Canadian Trade Commissioner in Mel- 
bourne, in the Commercial Intelligence Journal. 

The Director of Agriculture ix New South Wales 
estimates a reduction of 15 per cent in the acreage 
in that state, while in Western Australia a reduction 
of 10 per cent is expected. Sowing in the states 
named is usually earlier than in Victoria and 
South Australia. Since the beginning of the season 
on December 1 down to this date Australia has 
shipped 2,650,000 tons of wheat; and a further 500,- 
000 tons is committed for shipment. The export- 
able surplus for the season is estimated at approxi- 
Mately 4,000,000 tons, thus leaving a balance of 
850,000 tons (31,705,000 bushels) definitely uncom- 
mitted. 

The indications are that Australia will have no 
difficulty in placing the balance of the exportable 
surplus, and in view of the large quantity already 
shipped and committed—together with seasonal 
conditions—the:e #8 some prospect of a further im- 
provement in prices. It is interesting to note that 
New Zealand this season, after being a buyer of 
early wheat from Australis, has sold to date about 
20,000 tons for shipment.

WHEN ENGLAND GAVE UP 
CANADA 

On this date, in 1632, Quebec 
was restored to France by Charles 
I. of England. Champlain had, on 
July 20, 1629, been compelled by 
force of circumstances to sur- 
render his post to Louis and Thos. 
Kirke, the gentlemen adventur- 
ers, who had, by chance, won for 
a time control of the St. Larwr- 
ence; (details of that event will 
be recalled on the anniversary, 
July 20). Champlain had left Que- 
bec confident that if he could get 
to the English court he would 
have Canada restored and on his 
advice some 30 of his people had 
remained at Quebec to “hold the 
fort,” so to speak, until his re- 
turn. It took him three full 
months to cross the Atlantic, not 
reaching Plymouth until October 
20. He went straight to London 
to the French ambassador while 
the rest of the exiles from Quebec 
travelled on to France. Tho first 
news Champlain had from the 
Ambassador was that a month 
before a truce had been signed 
which ended the war between 
England and France and that 
Quebec was his again, could he 
but arrange for it by means of 
diplomacy. 

Champlain had with him a map 
of Canada and spent five weeks 
in London directing negotiations, 
after which h proceeded to 
Paris where he made so good an 
impression upon Louis XIII1 and 
Richelieu that a letter 
was addressed to Charles I. de- 
manding the restoration of the 
chateau and fort at Quebec and 
harbors on the Acadian 
Charles replied that he was 
to restore Quebec, but 
made no mention of Acadia

Health and Diet Advice

USE MORE OF NATURE'S BEVERAGES 

When the warmer days of summer come, we 
find a profusion of the cleansing, juicy fruits and 
succulent vegetables, as though Nature intended 
man to make use of these wholesome foods during 
the summer months. Many people object to fast- 
ing and dieting on cold days because they com- 
plain of being chilly, but this condition does not 
exist during warm weather, When surrounded by 
warmth, the body is more capable of eliminating 
the toxins that are present with so many disorders. 

The real fruit juices are not only pleasant to the 
appetite, but they possess an undoubted health 
value. All of the fresh fruit juices possess the alka- 
line minerals which neutralize the acid wastes of 
the body and add to the protective alkaline reserve 
in the blood. There are a great many varieties of 
fruit juices which have this virtue, among them 
being orange juice, apple cider, grape juice, pine- 
apple juice, tomato juice, grapefruit juice, etc, 
These possess a definite food value and many 
people notice an increase in energy after drinikng 
them. 

To secure the greatest amount of benefit from 
fruit juices, it is better to use them by themselves, 
so that the stomach will be empty of other foods, 
and absorb them more readily. When used in this 
way, these juices have their best effect of eliminat- 
ing impurities. None of these wholesome fruit 
juices require much effort on the part of the body 


to digest them, and this is one of the reasons why 
many patients living exclusively on fruit juice 
diets for a time are able to continue with their 
daily activities, and sometimes notice an increase 
in strength at the same time. 

There is quite a bit of difference from the 
health standpoint, however, between the real fruit 
juices and the imitation fruit flavored drinks which 
can be manufactured at a smaller cost than the 
genuine fruit juices. Children especially should be 
taught to know and recognize this difference, for 
I cannot recommend punches that consist solely of 
artificial colorings, water, sugar and some acid 
such as citric acid or phosphoric acid. The real 
minerals required for the child’s growing body are 
not present in such concoctions. 

Almost any of the acid fruits or berries can be 
made into wholesome drinks by crushing them and 
Straining out the juice. A great many of the whole- 
some fruit juices are now being sold in an un- 
sweetened, canned form without preservatives and 
make very wholesome appetizing foods without 
any trouble of preparing them except to open the 
can 

For those who wish fresh fruit juices in large 
quantities, I can recommend the fruit presses and 
fruit mills which can be obtained in most hardware 
stores or health food markets. Every home should 
have some sort of convenient fruit juice extractor. 

Give your body a chance to profit by the cleans- 
ing wholesome juices that are so abundant now. 
You can now avoid those heavy, high caloric, 
dulling foods that were used in the cooler seasons 
and make use of the lighter, succulent, energizing 
summer food crcps. The warm weather gives us a 
natural inclination toward the juice fruits, the 
melons and the fresh, crisp salads. One of the 
body’s methods of cleansing itself is through per- 
spiration. Help the body in this way by drinking 
plenty of water and the fruit juices; you need prac- 
tically none of the heating foods. Do not make the 
mistake of substituting the heavy sugared, 
drinks for the more wholesome tasty ones that 
Nature provides.

Already the matter has been 
taken up with provincial and dom- 
inion authorities, but the final say 
rests with the city. 

“T am not speaking for myself 
alone” said Mr. McBain this morn- 
ing. “This matter has been seriously 
considered by many business men 
in the city, and there is a growing 
feeling that the present system of 


handling relief in the city should 
be changed.” 

Gravelling of city streets is one 
of the works advocated by Mr. Mc- 


Bain and those with whom he has 
discussed the matter 
WORK IS NEEDED 

“It is quite evident to any 
who has lived in Edmonton during 
the spring and summer months that 
many of our streets are practicé ally 
impassable at certain periods, ai a 
that a real service could be ren- 
dered the city by having such 
streets gravelled,” he said 
a number of streets have 
boulevarded ready for gravel, bu 
they are still waiting for this last 
work to be done and have been 
without gravel for a year or more 
This work, I am sure, could be un- 
dertaken, and I would go further 
in that I would gravel streets that 
have not yet been boulevarded. I 
am aware that it may be thought 
in some quarters that this wor d 
be wasteful, but I think in a city 
where the grades on most st: 
are as easy as they are in Edmon-

“It is known that the difficulty 
with a program such as I have out- 
lined is that neither the dominion 
nor the provincial government will 
allow any of the money being paid 
to the city on direct relief to be 
used for capital expenditure, and 
that the banks will not advance the 
city any funds for capital expen- 
diture. It has also been stated that 
city bonds could not be dispose of 
to advantage at the present time,” 
he said. “We have thought of all 
that.” 

“However, the city engineer has 
advised that work such as gravel-

ling requires a capital expenditure | 


of 32 cents a day for each man 
This is less than 10 per cent of an 
average day's pay of $3.84, which 
is 48 cents an hour for an eight- 
hour day—the present city agree- 
ment. The Dominion and provin- 
cial governments are, I am advised, 
paying in direct relief to the city 
a total of approximately $60,000 a 
month, so that with the expendi- 
ture on the part of the city of only 
$6,000 a month, some $66,000 worth 
of gravelling or permanent 
could be done.’ 

“The five per cent city bonds now 
being issued to civic employees in 
part payment of salaries, 1 am in 
formed, are selling readily at about 
eighty-five, so that I do not think 
any great difficuity would be met 
in’ disposing of enough 5'% or 6 
per cent bonds to take care of the 
small capital expenditure required 
to take advantage of the money be- 
ing paid to the city by the two gov- 
ernments mentioned in getting some 
badly needed work done.” 


DONE BY OTHERS 
Mr.:McBain pointed out also that 


similar work had been done in 
other cities in Alberia, with good 
results 


"It has been made quite clear by 
the provincial government at least, 
and no doubt the Dominion govern- 
ment would take the same attitude, 
that no objection would be raised to 
a program such as I have suggested, 
and this class of work has been ap- 
proved and has already been car- 
ried out by other cities in Alberta,” 
he said 

Briefly Mr. McBain stated, his 
proposal is that a married man on 
relief should work the number of 
days required each month to earn 
the amount now being paid him for 
relief, at a rate of pay to be agreed 
upon.
